town of Frank, Alberta,

plunged into mourning-. 
There are at 


least 112 dead and further details may 
increase the number. 
The majority 


of the dead are women and children. 
At four o'clock 
this morning-, after 


the night shift was preparing to come 
from work, either an earthquake or 
volcanic eruption 
occurred on the 


top of Turtle mountain which over- 
Jocks Frank. There was a tremedous 
upheaval which awoke all the sleep- 
ers, who believed the end of the world 
had come. 
The entire side of the 


mountain was removed by the disturb- 
ance and millions of tons of rock 
were scattered like chaff 
over 
the 


town. 
The mine buildings and mine 


entrances were buried under a pile of 
debris hundreds of feet deep. 
Nine 


houses in the village were buried under 
the rock. 
The roofs were crushed in 


like egg shells and everyone inside 
perished. 
All the men -\\orking at 


the mine on the outside jobs were 


Imprisoned in the mine, 18.

Gas Explosion. 


Chicago, April 29—Edward B. Lia- 


gre, identified with the Lille collieries 
at Frank, who is in Chicago, received 
a telegram of the disaster. He says 
the town has a population of 1000, 
the mountain being 8000 feet high, and 
expresses the opinion the 
explosion 


was of gas bursting out of the moun- 
tain side which led to the rumors of
